AN ACT to amend chapter one hundred and thirty-one of the gen-
eral laws of 1862, entitled “an act to suspend the sale of certain
lands mortgaged to the state, or held by volunteers.”

SEctIoN 1. Seotion four of chapter one hundred and
thirty-one of the general laws of 1862, is hereby amen-
ded as follows : Strike out of said section the words
“third day of December, 1861,” and insert in lieu
thereof the words * first day of April, 1862,”

SecrioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage. '
